I. B. THE MISSION HAS FOUND IT DIFFICULT AND UNDESIRABLE 
TO CONSIDER AUSTRALIAN YOUTH AS AN ELEMENT OF AUSTRALIAN 
SOCIETY APART FROM THE TOTALITY. IT IS THEREFORE, 

DIFFICULT TO ASSIGN WEIGHTS TO DIFFERENT CATEGORIES FROM 
AMONG WHICH LEADERS ARE LIKELY TO EMERGE. THIS IS 
PARTICULARLY TRUE GIVEN THE GENERALLY APOLITICAL NATURE OF 
AUSTRALIAN YOUTH ( THE TWO NOTABLE RECENT EXCEPTIONS WOULD BE 
REACTION TO THE ISSUES OF VIETNAM AND CONSCRIPTION). IN OUR 
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JUDGMENT THE PRINCIPAL SOURCE OF FUTURE LEADERS IS THE PRESENT 
DAY FEDERAL BUREAUCRACY WHERE INCREASINGLY GREATER CHALLENGE 
IS PRESENTED TO ABLE YOUNGER MEN AS A DYNAMIC NEW GOVERNMENT 
TAKES THE REINS FROM ITS SOMEWHAT OSSIFIED PREDECESSOR IN POWER 
FOR 23 YEARS. IT IS WORTH NOTING THAT THE INTRODUCTION OF 
THE VOTE FOR 18- YEAR- OLDS WILL PROBABLY ENCOURAGE MORE YOUNGER 
MEN AND WOMEN TO STAND FOR FEDERAL AND STATE PARLIAMENTARY 
ELECTIONS. THE NUMBER AND INFLUENCE OF YOUNG PARLIAMENTARIANS
